She gets to 
know a lot of students working five days a week at Marshbanks and remembers 
most that pass through, making connections with all the students. Mary Lois 
was given the title of honorary alumni on October 5, 2012, and had a banquet 
in her honor. She was very happy to receive this title and to eb recognized for 
all her years of hard work. She plans on working at Campbell as long as her 
health allows and truly loves it here. “I love people. I really love it here.”

Baseball 


Campbell baseball finished the 2015 season with a 32-25 record under new head coach Justin 
Haire who also led to team to a 12-12 record in conference. The team came roaring out of the gates at 
one point holding an 18-2 record with big wins over Virginia tech and Eastern Carolina University. To 
start off the month of March, the Camels welcomed William and Mary, a more than worthy opponent, 
of which they swept with a big offensive day, which included a ten run, and eight run performance. 
The baseball team continued to sweep through the month of March until they encountered the 
College of Charleston, a regular attendee in the college baseball postseason. During the course of 
the season however, the Camels would lose energy as they struggled to produce both on the mound 
and offensively, which consisted of an 8-9 stretch of which put them in the middle of the pack for 
conference play. 


The Camels rallied behind a core group of players of which held the year together. The first 
being Heath Bowers, a four-year veteran and team captain, who once again put together another 
successful campaign as the ace of the pitching staff going 8-5 on the year with a 3.19 era. Another 
team captain was catcher Steven Leonard who hit .328 on the season while leading the team in stolen 
bases, and handling the pitching staff exceptionally. 


Bae The key to victory for the Camels was the offense, which they found out early on and 
continued to be nationally recognized throughout the course of the season hitting .300 as a team. 
Through a nice year-to-year transition, the batting order was stitched together with returners as well 
as new talent that led to the diverse attack. The Campbell leadoff hitter Cedric Mullins led the team in 
extra base hits and contributed many stolen bases as well. Seth Larue and Kyle Leady were also two 
key contributors for the Camels holding down the three and four hole in the lineup for the majority of 
the season hitting .327 and .336.

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The Campbell softball team contributed another winning season in 2015 going 28-27 overall 
although falling a bit short in conference going 8-15. Although struggling a bit, the Camels defended 
their home turf with a winning record at home. The team got off to.a good start going 10-5 to begin the 
season with a couple of big extra inning wins. Campbell continued to play about .500 ball through the rest 
of the season while gaining a couple of big wins in back-to-back days against Appalachian State. In the 
remaining games leading up to the conference tournament the Camels would finish strong while going 
7-0. Going into the Big South Tournament, Campbell was rolling only to lose two hard fought games by a 


matter of only one run a piece. 


The Strength of the Camels was definitely their pitching with their two main starting holding 
opposing teams to an era in the two’s between them. Julia Callicut led the team with a 2.44 era while 
going 14-9 on the season, and Katie Baker contributed a 13-14 record while only having a 2.88 era. The 
two Campbell workhorse’s had an almost identical workload in pitching 172.1 and 172.2 innings which was 
almost 95 percent of the innings thrown by Campbell pitchers. Although their records weren't anything to 
boast about, their ERA’s were without a doubt in giving up on 2-3 runs per game the Camels were always 
in a position to win when they took the field behind these two ladies. 


The offense featured four year starter Erika Nesbitt who also played a fine shortstop for the 
Camels. Nesbitt gained second team all big south honors while leading the Big South in Hits (78), batting 
average (.441), and eighth in runs (44).

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ROTC 


Named by the Military Friendly® Schools list every year since 2010, Campbell University 
hosts one of, if not the most prestigious leadership development programs in the nation: Army 
Reserve Officer Training Course (ROTC). Army ROTC is a United States Army leadership program 
geared toward grooming individuals - young and old, experienced and greenhorn - into better 
leaders and giving them a pathway to becoming commissioned officers in the US Army. In ROTC, 
cadets are taught, coached, and mentored in leadership and put in positions where they can 
further develop themselves and junior cadets. Over the four years it takes for a freshman to 
complete ROTC, cadets are taught the basics of leadership and military doctrine, put in positions 
to develop their leadership talents, and physically conditioned for basic military operations. 
Cadets are also given the opportunity to train at summer training events such as Cadet Initial 
Entry Training (CIET), Cultural Understanding and Language Proficiency programs (CULP), and 
Airborne training, and they are evaluated at the capstone training event, Cadet Leader Course 
(CLC), which they attend the summer after the completion of their junior year. 


While many would consider the life of a college student juggling course work and 
extracurriculars with ROTC training to be impossible, many cadets do not see it this way. Rising 
MS-4 Cadet Jacob Knox considers the lifestyle strenuous, but the achievements rewarding. 
“There is nothing easy about balancing a full-time course load with ROTC training, jobs, 
extracurriculars, and your personal life... However, to me, it is worth the difficulty of completing 
training if I know that I made a positive difference in the life of a cadet assigned to me, or if I can 
see how I myself was better developed as a leader. This training is not easy, but the people make 
it worth it.” 


ROTC students participated in a helicopter ride exercise in April of 
2015. Cadets were able to experience the flight training required of 
Army personnel. 
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The Campbell Batallion cadre 
represented flags from Campbell 
University, Fayetteville State, Methodist 
and UNC Pembroke. 
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Each year, colleges that are a part of the Big South Athletic Conference take turns 
hosting a regional undergraduate symposium during any year in which attending the 
National Conference on Undergraduate Research (NCUR) would require extensive 
travel. The Big South Undergraduate Research Symposium, commonly referred to 

as “BigSURS,” provides an opportunity for undergraduate scholars from a myriad of 
disciplines to share their research. 


In mid-April 2015, Campbell University hosted the 7 Big South Undergraduate 
Research Symposium on campus, welcoming participants not only from the 
university's student body, but also from UNC Charlotte, UNC Greensboro, Wingate 
University, and other institutions. Over 260 students from 19 schools showcased 
their work in a variety of ways, presenting their research through posters, 
presentations, performances, and works of art. Campbell students excelled in 
their presentations, which covered a variety of topics ranging from the impact of 
technology of the classroom to a literary analysis of works by classic authors. 


Sixteen students or teams received first-place honors for their outstanding work in 
their fields.

Court, The Boyce Center houses Campbell 
Law’s two primary advocacy professors, 
adjunct faculty, and staff. The courtrooms = 
within The Boyce Center will be updated with state-of-the-art technology in evidence presentation. The Boyce 
Center’s expanded space will allow Campbell Law to host interschool competitions, as well as college and high school 
competitions as consistent with the institution's curricular needs. Boyce will have Practitioner in Residence status at 
the law school and office space in the Boyce Center. 


Campbell Law School has formed a partnership 
with Southwest University School of Law in 
Chongqing, China. The deal will allow Chinese 
students to earn an American law degree in as little 
as two years. 


The historic agreement was signed on Nov. 6" 
by Campbell Law Dean J. Leonard and Southwest 
Dean Tan Zongze in China. Campbell Law 
Professors Melissa Essary and Greg Wallace 
accompanied Leonard on the trip, with each 
providing hour-long lectures to Southwest 
students and faculty. 


“China is a sophisticated and rapidly-changing 
environment, and it is important that we have a 
relationship with the lawyers and legal system 
there,” said Leonard. “As the world continues to 
become ever more increasingly connected, and as 
Raleigh emerges as a hub for global businesses and 


novation, this presents our law school community with opportunities that are both unique and extremely beneficial.”

Campbell University’s School of Engineering has received approval from the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools Commission on Colleges (SACSCOC) to offer a Bachelor of Science in Engineering degree (BSE) and enroll 
its charter class in August 2016. 

When the school welcomes its first students next fall, Campbell will be only the second private university in North 
Carolina to house an engineering school. 

Campbell Engineering is expected to enroll an inaugural class of 50 students in August 2016 and grow to 
approximately 250 students by 2023. Initial concentrations will include mechanical and chemical/pharmaceutical 
engineering, with possible future expansion into areas such as electrical and biomedical engineering.
